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DRUNK DRIVER BLAMES 


A DRUNK driver pulled his dying wife out 
of their crashed car and lied that she had 
been at the wheel, a court heard. 

Claire Chakudunga, 30, suffered a fractured skull 
when their vehicle left the road and hit a tree. 

But husband Vimbai, 28, hauled her out of her seat 
and on to the ground. And as she lay unconscious, Chaku- 
dunga - who later failed a breath test — told witnesses she 


had been driving. 


He escaped with minor wounds but his wife died in hos- 
pital 10 days later. Prosecutor Grace Hale said a couple 
stopped when they saw the wrecked car off the A60 in 


Ravenshead, Notts, last 
November. She said: 
“There were two occu- 
pants - an unconscious 
female in the passenger 
seat and a black male in 
the driver’s seat. 


Swerved 


“They saw the man in the 
driver’s seat lean across 
the passenger seat to push 
open the passenger door. It 
opened and the female 
slumped out of the car. “He 
climbed out and pulled her 
from the car before placing 
her on the ground.” 

Another witness claimed 
Chakudunga said his wife 
had swerved to miss a

woman crossing the road. 
But Miss Hale said damage 
down the passenger side 
was consistent with her 
injuries. The chance that 
blood on the driver’s 
airbag was not his was 
“one billion to one”. 

Also, CCTV film taken 
from a KFC restaurant 
showed him at the wheel. 

Chakudunga, of Mans- 
field, Notts, denies causing 
death by careless driving 
and not providing a blood 
sample. 

The trial at Nottingham 
Crown Court continues.
